Mr. Parnell—Taken alone my arrrest would 
not have necessitated any change in the pol- 
icy laid down by the national convention, as 
I had been able to perfect the machinery for 
earrving out that policy; but the subsequent 
arrrest of the leading members of the exeeu- 
tive and of the leaders in the country practi- 
cally deprives us of the power of carrying 
out the resolutions of the convention, as the 
details necessary would have required 
the rreatest eare and attention 
of the different heads of de 
partments of the central executive. Thes 
ventlemen being how imprisoned it is impos- 
<ible to supply at si notice successors to 
them who ure capable and experienced 
enough for the difficult and complicated task 
of testing the land act. The executive, there- 
fore, felt obliged completely to abandon that 
portion of the resolutions of the convention 
which directed them to make this test, and 
instead of a more moderate policy the execu- 
tive were construed to adopt the oft-recom, 
mended and bolder of a general strike 
aguinst paying rent, 

(orrespondent— You are accused of having 
incited the people to acts of intimidation, Do 
you object to answering this charge? 

Mr. Parnell—The charge is false. I was 
always very careful to avoid anything which 
could be construed into an incitement to acts 
of intimidation or violence. It is somewha 
remarkable that according to the warrants 
these offenses charged against me must have 
been committed in Dublin and must have 
been contained in the speeches delivered by 
meat the weekly meetings of the league. 
The speeches were by far the most moderate of 
any I have delivered since the commencement 
of the movement. The principle on which the 
government is proeceding seems to be this— 
that any advice or recommendation given by 
me or other leaders of the movement to the 
tenant farmers or laborers is intimidation. 
[In other words, the way in which they are 
now putting the coercion act in foree is a 
most absolute abrogation of the right of free- 
dom of speech, discussion and meeting which 
ever obtained in any country. In taking this 
course the government has practically ren- 
dered it impossible for the farmers either to 
test, or with safety to use, the land act. I had 
ulways been one of those who believed it pos- 
sible to use the act in such a way as tosecure 
substantial benefits for the agrienltural 
classes Of Ireland. I opposed the more ex- 
treme league party, who desired to reject the 
act entirely at the recent convention, but | 
was firmly convinced that the act could only 
be used safely in an organized and systematic 
fashion, and that if the farmers were left 
without organization or assistance in advance, 
the result would be, asin the case of the act 
of 1870, a disappointment.

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MAD-STONES, 


An Illinels Physician's Account of How He Came te 
Kelleve In Their Effeacy. 
Correspondence New York Sun. 

We have two reputed mad-stones in Jersey 
county. One belongs to Jacob Lurton, Esq., 
of Newhbern. It appears to be a fossil coral. 
It issomewhat concave on one side and con- 
vex on the other, slightly porous, of a grayish 
color, and about an inch across. It is said to 
be one-half of the original, which drew so 
hard upon the bite of «a dog that it broke in 
two. Itis applied te the wound, and it ad- 
heres so tightly that it will take offa piece of 
the skin if one tries to remove it by foree, It 
will drep off in afew hours, and it is then 
boiled in sweet milk, after which it will ad- 
here tothe wound again. Aftera few days 
of treatment it will not stick, even if you 
make a fresh wound. 

The other stone is owned by Judge Phineas 
Eldridge, of Brighton, Macoupin county. It 
isabout half an inch square, an inch anda 
half long. It looks like a piece of black slate 
witha high polish. It is applied like the 
other stone, but to extract the poison after it 
has fallen off it put into hot, weak lye, 
made of wood ashes, and for several minutes 
it will send out bubbles of air or gas, that 
come out of the stone and rise to the top of 
the fluid. When it ceases to bubble it is 
taken out and rubbed dry with warm ashes 
and again applied. 

In the year 1846, [ helieve, one of Jack 
Gorin’s sons, a lad of twelve years, was bitten 
hy a mad dog in several places upon both 
hands. My brother and I, both being physié 
cians, and naturally skeptical concerning mad 
stones, went several miles to see this boy. We 
found him with both mad stones adhering to 
the wounds. We found the tongue white and 
velvety, the skin sallow, and a peeuliar con- 
tracted pulse of 110. In a short time the boy 
regained his usual health. He was evidently 
under excitement when we visited him. The 
stones adhered in this case about eight days, 
the black stone sticking for about two days 
after the other would no longer act. Horses, 
hogs and geese bitten by the same dog went 
mad, but the boy reeovered. The next 
cases [I saw in which these stones were® 
tried were those of Mat Irvin and Miss Nancy 
Watton, of Delhi. These young people were 
bitten in 1867, L believe, in several places on 
the legs and arms. ‘The stones were sent for 
and used in the usnal way. I had a chance 
to see the daily use of them, as I resided in 
Delhiat the time. They both get well and 
are now living in that vicinity. Thedog that 
bit these young people was undoubtedly rabid 
and stock bitten by it died of hydrophobia. 

These are the only revuted mad-stones ]} 
ever saw, and their efficacy in the three cases 
under my own notice, and the similar state- 
ments of persons of undoubted veracity, have 
removed iny disbelief in the virtue of mad- 
stones, L. (.

deftly predicts a ‘most energetic awakening’’ in the 
<ievelopment of its latest resources, the multiplica- 
tion of its productions, and inerease of its material 


wealth, as an outgrowth of the near future. While 
we read these glowing predictions with a sensation 
of pleasure, and would fain believe in their early 
fuliliment, we are yet forced by the inexorable 
logic of facts, and the evidences immediately 
around us, to the conclusion that the outlook from 
the stand point of Atlanta, in the heyday of her great 
exposition, would not be thus encouraging were 
ihe observer's nat ol Vision extended over this 
portion of the state, known and distinguished par 
excellence asthe cotton belt We, down bere, can 
only hope that his predictions may take us in, and 
that this oatg ee of Georgia may eventually partic- 
ipate in that full tide of prosperity and develop- 
ment which he now seesin a vision. Without in- 
tending an essay on this topic, or probing for causes 
which in general lie sufficiently near the surface, 
we may take this occasion, by your leave, to lay be- 
fore you a few facts in to this immediate sec-

ways receiving the highest wages for his services. 
Becoming disgusted with free labor, he removed to 
Albany early in 1867, and has been engaged in suc- 
cessful business here since. Although he has been 
so long a resident of Albany, until he was appoint- 
ed the other day on the above commission, ne had 
never been a mile out of town in any direction ex- 
cept by railroad. His observations on what he saw 
on this trip through the western part of Dougherty, 
known as the Uaky Woods, first to the White 
Hill place, sixteen miles west of Albany, thence 
to the Royston place, fourteen miles southwest, 
then back to town by way of the Rawles place—all 
plantations on which couvict labor is worked by 
Colonel K, G. Lockett, being those of an old-time 
farmer, conversant only with a state of things long 
since passed away,and existing only in tradition, 
may show that the dawn of the era of prosperity for 
thix section at least, ixs farther off than the Times’ 
correspondent may have imagined. The route 
taken by the committee led them past nearly all 
the best cotton plantations in Dougherty county— 
places which, before the war, gave a reputation ol 
almost fabuious wealth to the Bonds, Tarvers, 
Bealls, Jordans and others who owned them. | will 
add here that Mr. Kemp's observations are precise- 
ly those made by your correspondent when he had 
occasion to traverse a portion of the same route a 
few weeks xngo, though from a far more capable and 
practical source. All these large and formerly 
splendid places, except the three convict camps, 
appeared to be in the last stages of dilapidation and 
decay, and looked as though they baa been given 
up eutirely to their negro tenuntry, who were in 
many cases theironly occupants. On ali the places, 
as seen from the road, the lencing was in many in- 
stances down and missing, aud everywhere greatly 
in need of repair. Vhe condition of all’the stock 
seen, partook of the uature of their surroundings, 
being almost without exception miserably poor, 
and apparently on the verge of starvation, One re- 
mark he made wus, that along the whole route he 
saw ouly one hog, a Venerable sow, minus a tail, 
one car entiress vone aud the other pendant and 
flopping over a most wo-begoue  counten- 
ance @ior it SOW to have. She ee Wiis 
apparen ty the last of her race—in that vicinity— 
“the ouly one leftot ail the family,’’? and lay ina 
fence corner awaiting the inevitable, and m her 
ease, thot Very distant summons, with steical resig- 
nation. The houses and quarters every where, wore 
a look of dilapidation, and imparted to the scene its 
crowning air of neglect and decay. In a few in- 
stenees. the main dwelling, the white folks house, 
would owe entirely destitute of an inclosure, and all 
eroumbiing away and falling to pieces, as though the 
blight and milidew of a century, instead of a short 
decade, had failen on them, That these places, 
thus managed, or rather thus neglected, can yet 
produce the short crops they do, and even support 
after a fashion the hordes of colored tenants and oc- 
cupants upon them, is proof conclusive of the in- 
rripsic value of the land, and its possibilities under 
a ditferent regime. 

The few and far between exceptions to this nrost 
discouraging prospect were in the cases of a few 
farmers, some of them colored, who had isolated 
themselves, in a manner, on small farms, cut off 
from the larger places, und which, Compared with 
them, looked like ouses in a desert. In fact, the 
above remarks only apply to those large estates aud 
plantations which are attempted to be kept up and 
run in a manner like they were in the ante-bellum 
days, when the titles to any of them gave toits for 
tunate owner all the importance and distinction 
that attaches to the name of a mun of property. 
When. too, a transfer of those titles would involve 
a consideration ranging from 320 to 350 per acre, 
and. were always in demand at these figures 
But to show how changed are the condi- 
tions now, Wwe mey state incidentally that 
the Newsaud Advertiser for some time past has been 
running an advertisement for the:ale of the lands 
belonging to the Georgia land and cotton company, 
an English association. Which purchased a number 
of these large plantations just after the war, at fair 
prices, forthe purpose of raising their own cotton. 
he places thus advertised are tour in nuinber, sit- 
uated in Dougherty and Baker, and a purchaser 
could, beyond a doubt, almost dictate his oven 
terms, They have been for seveal years past upon 
the market, but have thus far attracted no pur- 
chasers, 

The only places our informant saw, during his 
brief tour, which were in auything like good condi- 
tion, and that reminded him of the days of yore, 
were the three convict camps wubove 
mentioned, where labor can he com- 
manded, and discipline enforeel. All 
the rest of these fine plantations, with land naturally 
as good and productive, and some of them superior 
to the conviet camps, Were in the condition de- 
scribedjabove. It is true, the long protracted drouth 
and the present season of the year, being just after 
the slender crops have been mainly gathered, no 
doubt added much to this scene of desolation and 
decay, but it cannot be said to be ggreatly over- 
drawn. The section, we may add, is one rarely 
visited by straugers, and certainly, in its present 
stute, preseyts few enough attractions fora visitor. 
What the future may have in store for this portion 
of Georgia, wecannot divine. Butcertain itis, tha 
a radical change in population and methods, man- 
ners and customs, ete., must take place before an 
era of prosperity can be confidently counted on.

ABE ROTHSCHILD. 
The Alleged Murderer of “Diamond Beasie” Explain 
ing How He Cheated the Hangmun. 
Denver (Col.) Republican. 

A Republican reporter yesterday morning 
met Abe Rothschild at the union depot just 
as he was ready totake the Union Pacific train 
for the east. The notoriety which Rothschild 
acyuired in connection with the murder of 
‘Diamond Bessie’’ in Texas led the 
reporter to seek an interview, tlie result of 
Which will be found below: 

The murder of ‘Diamond Bessie’? and Abe 
Rothschild’s subsequent arrest in Cincignati 
formed one of the greatest sensations in the 
criminal annals of that city. The first inti- 
mation of the murder obtained at Cincinnati 
was supplied by a circular to the chief of po- 
lice, announcing that the mutilated body of 
a woman had been found in the woods near 
Mitchell, Texas. She had been seen in com- 
pany with an unknown man, who took her 
outin abuggy and returned without her, 
saying he had left her with some friends. 
When the body was discovered the jewelry 
had all been removed, and one of the fingers 
had been severed to take off a diamond ring, 
after which the body had been concealed 
under rocks and rubbish. The man who was 
with her had evidently registered under an 
assumed name, as he could not be traced 
back, 

About a week after the Cincinnati police 
received this circular, a mysterious shooting 
occurred, very late one night, at Jake Aug's 
club-house in that city, the victim being a 
prominent young fellow of the town, named 
Abe Rothschild. The ball had entered his 
head. near the eye and produceda ghastly 
wound. He volunteered the statement that 
he had shot himself accidentally and was re- 
moved to his father’s house. That day another 
circular was received from Texas, saying that, 
by means of serytinizing the handwritings 
on various Texas registers, the detectives had 
become convinced that the man who was with 
“Diamond Bessie’? was one Abe Rothschild, 
whose handwriting resembled that of the 
mysterious lover. A guard was immediately 
stationed at Rothschild’s bed-room, and when 
he recovered he was taken to jail, and after- 
ward, by a detective’s trick, was conveyed, in 
the face of a habeas corpus proceeding, to 
Texas. He layin prison three years, when 
his release followed. 

When the Republican reporter met him at 
the depot yesterday morning his appearance 
was peculiar. He is about five feet ten inches 
high, of astout build. He is not ebese, but 
his physique denotes considerable muscular 
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power. His neck, 
shoulders, is thick, and widens in front, as it 
rises to a full, round face, though the propor- 
tions of the face are not formed from flabby 
fat. He has black hair and brown eyes. 
The eves are the most striking feature to an 
observer at the first glance. They are large, 
protruding and very round, with scarcely 
any perceptible elongation. His head 
is large and round, and his nose 
indicaves a decidedly aggressive — pos- 
sessor. The vomer appears abnormally large 
and the nostrils dilated, and the structure is 
crowned by a decisive pug. He has a thin, 
short, silken mustache. His dress was that of 
an ordinary traveling business man. A nar- 
row-rolled brim slouch hat, a sack coat of the 
texture denominated pepper and salt, and vest 
and pantaloons of the same kind. 

After the usual preliminary greetings, the 
reporter remarked: 

“Mr. Rothschild, on account of the great 
public interest manifested in the trouble you 
got into in Texas, we would like to hear your 
version of that matter.”’ 

“Well, I don’t care to give vou any version 
of it. I am in business now, and keeping 
this thing alive does more harm than good.” 

“What business are you in?” 

“Here is my card,” and ine handed the 
scribe a card of M. Rothschild & Co., manu- 
facturers and importers, etc. 

‘The papers never contained a very full ac- 
count of vour trial, did they?” 

Well, they all got the same account; there 
Was asix-line associated press dispatch sent 
out, and I de not care toadd any more to it.” 

“What was your defense, Mr. Rothschild?” 

“IT do not see any good in talking about it, 
and decline to tell.”’ 

“Were you not acquitted?” 

“Oh, yes. The jury was out only one hour 
and fifteen minutes before thev agreed. But 
most cf that time was occupied by them in 
eating supper. You know how it is with a 
country jury; they must have their regular 
rations,”’ 

‘“Itseems, then, that you had a 
defense?” 

“T should 
alibi,”’ 

‘‘But was not that evidence contradicted by 
Texas witnesses?” 

“Not positively. Well, I sce I may as well 
tell you. My defense rested on two grounds. 
(ne was the alibi; the other was a_ failure of 
the proof to sustain the indictment. You 
know the prosecution must charge in the in- 
dictment the crime and the day when it was 
committed. This indictment did so, but it 
stated that the day on which the murder was 
committed was a certain one, and the evi- 
dence showed that the body was found twen- 
tv-five days after the day so alleged, and the 
proof was that when it was found there were 
no signs of decomposition. Then medical cv 
pems were called, who proved that it was im- 
possible for a body to lie in a position exposed 
to the Texas weather so long without becom- 
ing badly decayed. And TI also proved con- 
clusively that I was not in Texas on the day 
the murder was conunitted, as alledged in the 
indictment.” 

“Was the trial a very exciting one?’ 

“Very much so. It lasted five weeks. 
was acquitted last December.” 

“What attorneys did vou have? 

“Oh, they were all local attorneys; 
ing in Marshall, where [ was tried.” 

“What do you think of Texas?” 

“T have nothing to say against it. Of 
course, I did not see much of it, so | cannot 
form a very correct opinion.” 

“You have been in Denver 
asked. 

“(Quite often. I am selling goods here. I 
will be back in six weeks again. Here is the 
bill I sold this trip,’’ and heshowed aschedule 
of orders obtained from some of Denver's 
prominent merchants, The reporter asked 
Mr, Rothschild what he thought of Colorado. 

“Tam infatuated with it,” he replied; ‘I 
think it is the boss place and Denvemleads, for 
its size, any place I ever saw.” 

After the statement of other unimportant 
matters, which were personal and not for pub- 
lication, Mr. Rothschild extended a very cor- 
dial invitation to his interrogator to call upon 
him in Cincinnati if he ever reached that city, 
anda compliance was promised. Farewells 
were exchanged and the commercial traveler 
took his place on the train and was soon 
whirling along eastward.

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SMALL-POX. 
Gradual Spread of the Drended Disease. 
Memphis Appeal. 

Small-pox, which appeared in this country 
for the first time after a considerable interval 
in New Yorkand San Antonioin 1879, has 
gradually spread throughout the northern 
states, until it has assumed epidemic propor- 
In its onward march

Dr. Dickinson first furnished some statistics 
of the condition of the denomination in the 
Lnited States, from which it appeared that 
out of the 2.296 827 Baptists in this country, 
1,697,660 belong to the population of the south, 
showing a preponderance of 512,166. Of this 
vast body, 958,482 are white and 759,178 are 
colored Baptists. More than one-third of the 
Baptists in the world are, in fact, residents of 
the south. But while, numerically speaking, 
the Baptist population of the south exceeded 
that of the north by more than 15 per cent, 
the actual amount contributed by this large 
section to home and foreign missionary pur- 
poses during the last yeur had been only 
sv00,000, Dr. Dickinson found the causes of 
this large deficit in the fact that the southern 
Baptists had been very busy Since the war in 
reorganizing their own institutions, and in 
the further -fact that a majority of them be- 
long to the rural population. Besides 
founding Baptist colleges in each state 
and a number of academies, they had 
set on foot several excellent institutes for 
young women, one of which had now a corps 
ol tourteen professors, and accommodated 100 
pupils.

The Bane of Southern Living an Obstacle to Success.

While sitting in my invalid’s chair reading

Allow me. to 
amend the bill and say extravagance, for i 
there was a people that could be 
in the deepest sense of the 
word, “extravagant,” it is the south- 
ern people. | remember, when a child, I] 
had an older sister to marry a northern man, 
a “real Connecticut vankee,”’ as he was called, 
and in due course of time she went north with 
him to become acquainted with her northern 
relations. After the lupse ofa vear Or so they 
returned, and she was, in a certain respect, 
perfectly revolutionized in her character. 
She never ceased to preach, as we eall it, 
about the economy of the yankees; said a 
northern family would live on what a south- 
ern family would throw away. She told us 
how every thread and scrap, every bone and 
peeling and what not were all utilized in some 
form, and constantly reverted with scath- 
ing denunciation to the practice southern 
people had of leaving on and around their 
plates twice as mwch as they had eaten ata 
menl.
